setts mills and totalling 88,000 square 
feot of floor space have been taken 
over for the purpose and Capt. H. A. 
Eldredge of the quartermaster depart- 
ment has been assigned to Lowell to 
have general charge of the work. He 
is being assisted by C. C. Keleher as 


- superintendent of employment. 


It is expected that 
approximately 


300 men will be employed in the work 
and Capt. Bldredge will be assisted 
by a lieutenant if the volume of busi- 
ness demands it.- Men are wanted for 
general storage work such as loading, 
unloading, etc. 


The depot is being opened in Lowell 


merely as a matter of convenience for 


the Quartermaster department and the 
local mills which are working on gov- 
ernment contracts. Heretofore, Low- 
ell mills have had to ship their goods 
to Boston where several storehouses 
are located and the congestion there 
has become EO great that it Was deem- 
ed expedient to open a sub-depot near 
the "base of supplies." 


The depots in Boston 
are getting 


goods faster than they can handle 
them and the local station Will serve 
as an outlet for &omo of these manu- 
factured textiles. Army shirtings and 
similar goods will be stored here, but 
Capt. Eldredge did not 
believe 
that 


materials for uniforms would bo taken 
care of in this city. 


It is expected that, the depot will 


become permanent and if so, employ- 
ment will undoubtedly bo offered to a 
large number of men.

Thursday the British destroyer Botha 
cut a German warship in half and took 
a leadnig part in the fight, although 
her main steam pipe had been severed 
by a stray shell. 


Early last 
Thursday 
morning tlu 


British destroyers Botha and Morris 
and the French . destroyers 
Capitaine 


Mehl, Magon and Bouclier were pa- 
trolling the eastern waters of the Eng- 
lish channel when they heard enemy 
ships bombarding the coast of Dun- 
kirk. They flrod star shells, which had 
the effect of silencing 'the bombard- 
ment and scattering the enemy. 


Tlie destroyers started in pursuit of 


tho Germans in a northwesterly direc- 
tion and discovered eventually that the 
enemy ships were making for their 
base. 
A grim fight ensued, according 


to the stories of eye witnesses. 
None 


of the Gorman torpedoes found a mark, 
but the Morris, emerging from an en- 
emy smoke screen cut off a German 
destroyer of a large type and torpe- 
doed her at a range of 500 yards. There 
was an explosion in the enemy vessel 
and she sank immediately. 


Meanwhile the Botha had been crip- 


pled and she began to lose her way.

The front has been quiet these last 


two days and nights. My section went 
up to the front with food and supplies 
for the gun crews last night, our chap- 
lain, the Rev. Mr. Stnckpole, going 


I with us. 
We are all pleased to see 


him at any time, so after a short time 
with the boys at the front, he came 
back with us and stayed for the night. 
He gave us a short sermon the next 
morning. 


Well, today was mall day, but there 
was nothing for me. 
It Is over a 


month since I had any letter from you; 
still, I was not the only one that wag 
disappointed, quite a few others re- 
ceiving none. 
The guns .over here 


have started to roar again, so I guess 
I'd better close before I am forced to. 
Remember me to all my friends. With 
fondest love, from your loving hus- 
band.

A bill has just been passed by tho 


legislature and signed by the governor 
giving the Massachusetts state board 
of agriculture 
an 
appropriation of 


5100,000 to purchase farm machinery. 
Wilfrid Wheolor, secretary of tho stato 
board of agriculture, makes the fol- 
lowing statement about tho details of 
the plan: 


"This Is part of tho drive which ix

by national 
and slate 


agencies to increase the production of 
staple crops In Massachusetts in nils. 
The machinery purchased will include 
tractor plows and harrows, grain drills, 
reapers and binders, corn harvesters, 
hay balem, and thrashing1 machines. 
The tractors will in most cases bo op- 
erated by tho fitate, and will do custom 
work for fanners.

an aero for the plowing and bur- 


rowing. 
The 
seeding and harvest- 


ing machinery will be leased to farm- 
ers at a rental large enough to cover 
depreciation and interest- The balers 
and thrashing machines will be oper- 
ated by the state.

The bills provide, in brief, for th 
pi*a which was explained in this pape 
««v«ral weeks ago. It contemplate 
that the New Bedford and Pall Hive 
schools shall be Joined with the voca 
tlonal schools In the respective cities 
the city and state splitting: "50-50" on 
the cost of maintaining the combine 
Instruction. 


The Lowell school is to be treated on 


a different basis with respect to its ad- 
vanced classes. This instruction is to 
be taken over and maintained exclu- 
sively by the commonwealth, while In 
the lower grades there is to be the same 
M-60 split of the cost as la provided, for 
In the case of the Fall River and 
Bedford schools. 


In subroutine the bills formally to 


tile committee on education yesterday 
lor printing, Commissioner of Educa- 
tion Smith said: 


"The board was asked to report on 


the question of state policy only. The 
Schools have been operated In the pas 
tinder private boards of trustees. When 
they are taken over and become public 
Institutions, their, operation should con- 
form to the policy of the state relative 
to industrial education, insofar as they 
fall within the general class as to in- 
dustrial education. 
That policy h; 


been established already and it provides 
that the state and the city shall bear 
equally the expense of such education. 


"The recommendations we have made 


are. therefore, that all of tha work of 
the lower-grades in these schools-shall 
.be put on that 50-50 basis. There is no 
reason, in the opinion of 
the board, 


why the three cities concerned should 
be given any 
preference 
over 
those 


communities in the matter of industrial 
education. 


"The 
only 
other question is as to 


whether or not the state should enter 
Into higher textile education. 
In the 


opinion of the board, the legislation en- 
acted and the work of the school points 
to the Lowell school as the only one in 
which technological courses are given. 
The bill we have presented 
provides 


tnat the state shall take over the Low- 
ell school and conduct its higher grade 
courses, leaving to the city of Lowell, 
1£ it so desires, the making of 3. con- 
tract 
to 
combine 
its 
lower textile 


courses with those of the city's indus- 
trial education scheme. 


"The board believes, however, 
that 


the higher courses in all the schools 
should be continued, at least until fur- 
ther investigation shows that it is un- 
wise to do so. 


"It is recognized that this plan im- 


plies the maintenance of two schools In 
Fall River and New Bedford. These 
cities are given an opportunity to de- 
cide whether to keep up the two estab- 
lishments. The board believes it 
is 


practical to combine the Industrial and 
textile schools in Fall River.

let you know that I am still in the 
land of the living, but lucky to be so.

Well, we had a lively time yester- 


day. 
AH the U. S. and French g'uns 


for miles around started to bombard 
the German linea and kept it up ail 
night and day. The din was enough 
to deafen any one. The Hun plan eg 
camo over here to try to locate some 
of the batteries, but were soon driven 
off. 
The Germans came back with a 
barrage fire. We watched .the shells 
bursting aJl around, then we heard the 
hum of a Hun plane, the lights went 
out and all the men took cover.

It was pitch dark 
and we did not know at what ttmo a 
shell would drop on us, but we got out 
safely and delivered the ahella op the 
battery O.K. 


The front has been quiet these last 


two days and nights. My section went 
up to the front with food and supplies 
for the gun crews last night, our chap- 
lain, the Rev. Mr. Stackpole, going 
with us. 
We are all pleased to see 


him at any time, so after a short time 
with the boys at the front, he came 
back with us and stayed for the night. 
He gave us a short sermon 'the next 
morning. 


Well, today was mail day, but there 
was nothing- for me.

even If considered by American house- 
wives to he high, are not to be com- 
pared with those prevailing in Mex- 
ico since the embargo was placed on 
the exportation of foodstuffs from the 
United States to neutral countries. 


An opportunity to compare Mexican 


prices for staple articles with those 
obtaining: in the United States is af- 
forded by the following 
quotations 


from merchants here: 


Sugar sells for 27 cents a pound, 


American money, and Is very scarce 
at this price. 


American butter brings 90 cents 


pound, gold, and is the occasion for 
celebration In 
the 
Mexican homes 


when it can be obtained at this price. 
Butter is unknown among the poor- 
er classes. 


Flour sells for 16 cents a pound and 


is growing more expensive as the em- 
bargo restrictions 
are

stringent. 
Little wheat bread Is eat- 


on by tho middle and lower classes 
who use flour for making tortillas, a 
cake made of flour and water. 


American brands of coffee sell as

Gen. Wood Calls for 5,000,000 


Men—Says the German Drive 
Will Fail 


"WASHINGTON, March. 
26.—Back 


from a visit to the western front, Maj. 
Gen. Leonard Wood, in a confidential 
statement yesterday before the senate 
military committee, declared that al- 
lied military opinion 
is 
unanimous 


that the German offensive will fail, and 
urged a great increase—to 4,000,000 or 
5,000,000 men—in America's army. 


It was Gen. Wood's opinion, accord- 


ing to his auditors, that the 
Germans 


on the western front now are numeri- 
cally superior, both on the ground ajid 
in the air, but that the allies are in a 
better position. 


While confident that the German of- 


fensive will be halted before the enemy 
had gained any 
material objectives. 


Gen, Wood suggested that the offen- 
sive may change the warfare into a 
more open contest. For that reason 
he recommended 
the 
training of 


American forces for open warfare as 
well as for trench fighting. 


Says French Are Disappointed 


The general was before the commit- 


tee for three hours. Stating that the 
French are disappointed in the size of, 
the American army thus far sent to ; 
Europe, according to committee mem- 
bers, 
he recommended 
immediate 


steps to increase both the American 
expeditionary forces and the army in 
training in this country. 
Chairman Chamberlain said General 


Wood recommended that an army of 
2,500,000 men be maintained in France 
at the earliest possible moment and 
2,500,000 more in training 
at home. 


Another committee member placed Gen. 
Wood's recommendations at 4,000,000,- 
000 men one-half in France as soon as 
they can be sent there. 


In urging that the American war 


program of men, ships and munitions 
be speeded up and increased. General 
Wood said no American artillery or 
airplanes arc yet available to General 
Pershingjs men and that, although 
1000 


American aviators are ready, they a.re 
without planes. 
Drive Will be Short Lived 


Commenting on the German 
affen- 


si ve. Gen. Wood, according to mem- 
bers of the commitee. said that 
al- 


though the initial success of the Ger- 
mans probably had been greater than 
expected, either by the allies or the 
enemies, judged by the number of Brit- 
ish guns reported .captured, he and al- 
lied officers believed the drive would 
l>e short-lived. 
There is no possibil- 


ity, 
he s^icl, of the Germans attaining 


their' apparent objective, the channel 
ports oi' threatening Paris. 


Explaining the viewpoint of allied 


officers with whom he recently talked 
and who were expecting- the present 
attack, he said the Germans soon will 
reach more difficult ground to traverse, 
while the British and French retire to 
superior .prepared positions, at which 
the German offensive will be stopped.

In to give a public hearing 0:1 the meas- 
ures Wednesday, April 3. 


The bills provide. In brief, for the 


plAn which was explained In this paper 
several weeks ago. It contemplates 
that the New Bedford and Pall River 
•cbools shall be joined with the voca 
tlonal schools In the respective cities, 
the city and state splitting "50-60" on 
the cost of maintaining the combine! 
Instruction. 


The Lowell school is to be treated on 


a different basis with respect to Its ad- 
vanced classes. 
This Instruction is to 


be taken over and maintained exclu- 
bively by -the commonwealth, while In 
the lower grades there is to be the same 
60-50 split of the cost as Is provided for 
In the case of the Fall River and New 
Bedford schools. 
In submitting the bills formally to 


tiie committee on education yesterday 
tor printing. Commissioner of Educa- 
tion Smith said: 


"The board was asked to report on 


the Question of state policy only. The 
schools have been operated in the past 
under private boards of trustees. 
When 


they are taken over and become public 
Institutions, their operation should con- 
form to the policy of the state relative 
to industrial education, insofar as they 
fill within the general class as to In- 
dustrial education. 
That policy has 


been established already and it provides 
that the state and the city shall bear 
equally the expense of such education. 


"The recommendations we have made 


are, therefore, that all of the work of 
the lower grades In these schools shall 
be put on that 50-50 basis. There Is no 
reason, in the opinion of 
the board, 


why the three cities concerned should 
be given any preference 
over those 


communities In the matter of industrial 
education. 


"The 
only other question Is as to 


whether or not the state should enter 
Into higher textile education. 
In the 


opinion of the board, the legislation en- 
acted and the work of the school points 
to the Lowell school as the only one In 
which technological courses are given. 
The bill we have presented provides 
that the state shall take over the Low- 
ell school and conduct its higher grade 
courses; leaving to the city of Lowell, 
if it so desires, the making of a con- 
tract 
to combine its 
lower iextile 


courses with those of the city's indus- 
' trial education scheme. 


"The board believes, however,' that 


the higher courses in all the schools 
should be continued, at least until fur- 
ther investigation shows that it is un- 
wise to do &o. 


"It is recognized that this plan im- 


plies the maintenance of two schools in 
Fall River and New Bedford. These 
cities are given an opportunity to de- 
cide whether to keep up the two estab- 
lishments. The board

practical to combine the industrial and 
textile schools in Fall River.
